Liatris  Pycnostachya. 

Geuin,  Mrs.  Bradshaw.  The  flowers  of  this 
variety  are  vivid  brilliant  scarlet. 

Liatris  pycnostachya.  Long  narrow  spikes 
about  four  feet  tall  of  rich  purple  flowers 
blooming  in  mid'summer. 

Physostegia,  Vivid.  Lovely  dark  pink  flow¬ 
ers  on  three  foot  stems  blooming  in  July. 

Pyrethrum  roseum.  The  Pyrethrums  are  so 
easily  and  simply  cultivated  that  they  may 
be  recommended  to  all  who  possess  a 
garden.  They  are  perfectly  hardy  and  ab¬ 
solutely  invaluable  for  cut  flowers  through 
the  summer  and  autumn  months.  Flowers 
range  from  pure  white  to  deep  red  and 
are  bright  and  elegantly  borne  on  long 
stems.
